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WESTERN DEVELOPMENT. 

The Free Press of a recent issue 
honors the editor of the Bunierin in 
his new capacity as representative of 
Alberta with half a column of editorial 
criticism in the course of which it 
kindly intimates that in stating that 
the electors of Alberta condemned the 
conservative government for their 
“neglect of the work of development 
of this country” he must be either 
prejudiced or ignorant; and goes on to 
declare that the conservative policy re- 
garding the Northwest was ever one of 
progress while the liberal policy was 
ever one of obstruction, and _particular- 
ly calls attention to Sir Charles Tupper’s 
Northwest policy as announced in bis 
Winnipeg speech, of which it says: 
“That was a Northwest policy the like 
of which it is extremely improbable we 
shall ever have the secund opportunity 
to reject.” Just in support of the pro- 
position that the people of Alberta had 
good reason for voting as they did, let 
it be understood that the question be- 
fore them was, What was the active 
policy of the conservative party towards 
the Northwest and what were the re- 
sults of that policy ?—not What were 
the promises of the conservative party 
or the prospects which it held out, nor 
yet what was the policy of the 
liberal administration of eighteen years 
ago or the individual expressions of 
members of the liberal party since that 
time? It was the conservative party 
and policy that was on trial and upon 
their merits the verdict was rendered. 
At the time of the election contest it 
was not known that the liberal party 
would come to power, nor did it matter 
in the result. When the liberal party 
have had a fair opportunity to develop 
a Northwest policy, if they have not 
succeeded in producing a more satisfac- 
tory and effective policy than that of 
the conservative party, they will be 
condemned by the people of Alberta 
and the Territories generally as have 
the conservative party. So much as to 
the theory. Now as to fact. Wil 
the Free Press or anyone else point out 
the work of development of the North- 
west which has been in progress during 
the past three years under the eon- 
servative government. Show us the 
railway extensions constructed,the tele- 
graph lines built, the public improve- 
ments made, show us the attempts that 
have been made to relieve the Terri- 
tories from the railway and land 
monopolies that are to us the chief fruits 
of the vigorous policy of western de- 
velopment which was the pride and 
boast of Sir John Macdonald and Sir 
Charles Tupper when his colleague. 
Even the policy of development for 
the benefit of monopoly, which was the 
star policy of the liberal conservative 
party, died with Sir John Macdonald, 
and was buried out of sight by Sir 
John Abbott, Sir John Thompson and 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell. As a matter of 
fact the “liberal” conservative party 
and policy died with Sir John Mac- 
donald and we have had since simply 
a “conservative” pclicy regarding the 
Northwest. On this point the evi- 
dence of the new member for Winni- 
peg may be taken. During his western 
trip he announced from nearly every 
platform that he resigned from his 
former seat in parliament for Winnipeg 
because he could not support the con- 
servative government in their failure to 
take active means for the development 
of the West, and could not as a party 
man vote against them. The people of 
Alberta took a somewhat different view. 
They could not support the eonserva- 
tives in their failure to develop, but 
their party feeling were not so strong 
as to prevent them from voting egainst 
the policy of which they did not ap- 
prove when the opportunity offered. 
As to Sir Charles Tupper and his bun- 
combe speech at Winnipeg, his word 
in regard to western development was 


no better than his word as to remedial 


Hugh John Macdonald in Winnipeg 
just as he talked to catch the Quebec 
vote. The difference in result was that 
Winnipeg suckers were the more easily 
caught. No doubt Sir Charles had a 
most vigorous Western policy when he 
was electioneering in the West, but 
what of his western policy as expressed 
in bis address issued to the electers of 
all Canada? That address contained no 
reference near or remote to the exis- 


‘tence of the West, much less to its 


development. That address was the 
platform upon which Sir Charles stood 
for re-election and that was the address 
which bound him to a policy, in so far 
as a man of his priciples could be 
bound to anything. That address left 
the West out of his calculations, and 
the West left him out of its caléula- 
tions. One buncombe speech even by 
Sir Cherles Tupper does uot pay the 
West for the high price of supplies, 
the low price of produce, the 
high railway rates, the untaxable rail- 
way lands, the isolated settlement, the 
vexatious timber regulations, the com- 
mercial stagnation that exists through- 
out the Territories under recent con- 
servative rule. The people saw that a 
change was necessary and they took 
means to bring about a change. Abuse 
or misrepresentation of the people 
or their representatives by the Free 
Press for the choice they have made 
will not help either that journal or its 
owners. The task of developing the 
West was specially placed in their 
hands in 1880.

The Regina Standard gives a state- 
ment as to the election count in West- 
ern Assiniboia showing a vote of 1,500 
for Davin and 1,498 for McInnis, with 
29 rejected ballots. The Standard 
claims that if these rejected ballots are 
counted according to th» intent express- 
ed McInnis will have a majority of 12 
over Davin. A recount will no doubt 
be held, so that the election is not 
yet decided. Even if Mr. Davin retains 
his present narrow majority, the result 
of the count isa moral defeat for the 
government candidate.

This proves that 
the producers of Western Assiniboia are 
in line with those of the rest of the 
Territories in their estimates of the 
benefits of monopoly government, and 
have emphatically demanded a change 
government by and for monopoly to 
government by and for the people.

WILFRID LAURIER. 


The Vancouver World in an ex- 
haustive while says: By all odds the 
most striking figure in Canadian politics 
to-day is the Hon. Wilfirid Laurier, the 
dapper French-Canadian, who, in all 
liklihood, within a few hours, possibly 
before these lines are read, will become, 
as leader of the liberal party, premier 
of Canada, a man whom everybody in 
the land ackaowledges to be masterly. 
No individual’ who has heretofore fig- 
ured in Dominion politics, or public 
life, has so completely captivated the 
masses. As is well known our new 
prime minster, was born at Linn, in 
the province of Quebec, on Nov. 20, 
1841. His father, M. Carolius Laurier, 
was a provincial land surveyor, and a 
man whe, with parental zeal, devoted 
himself to the development of those 
latent talents which were the prophecy 
of the great future awaiting the son. 
The father lived to receive his reward 
in the success of hisson. When 13 
years old, the boy, Laurier, was sent to 
the college of L’Assomption, in Mon- 
treal, where, it is told, school discipline 
failed to keep him out of the court- 
room, wherein when missed he could 
always be found listening to the legal 
contests then going on. At this time 
responsible government was in its ex- 
perimental stage and public meetings 
were the order of the day. At these 
meetings young Laurier was generally 
an interested attendant. So it would 
seem he had a natural love for both 
law and politics. The year 1860 found 
him studying lew in the office of the 
Hon. Rudolph Lafiamme, a staunch 
liberal cof the old school, and itis a 
coincidence worthy of mention that 
14 years later the student and his pre- 


Jegislation. He talked simply to elect | 


ceptor became colleagues in the govern- 
ment of the Hon. Alexander Mackenzie. 
In 1861 he obtained his degree of B. 
C.L. at McGill university, Montreal, 
and a twelve month later he was called 
to the bar of Lower Canada. In 1868 
he married Miss Lafontaine, a charm- 
ing girl, who has proved a devoted wife 
and a delightful leader. As the leader 
of thesocial wing of the liberal party, 
a position as difficut to fill as it is neces- 
sary, seeing that society isso great a 
factor in parliamentary life at Ottawa, 
Madame Laurier has proven herself as 
popular and clever in her role as her 
husband has in his. At her receptions 
given atinterveals throughout the sea- 
son, she greets conservatives with the 
same friendliness bestowed upon her 
own party, and in all the amenities of 
social life she takes no account of poli- 
tical bias, 

The home of the Lauriers is in a 


little town with a name almost as long; 


as the place itself, half way between 
Montreal and Quebec. Arthabaskaville 
can boast of only 2,000 inhabitants, 
not counting Monsieur and Madame 
Laurier, who, in political and sociai im- 
portance, count as much as the entire 
2,000. Being a court centre this small 
place supports a 11 law firms, the lead- 
ing firm being that one in which Mr. 
Laurier is partner. Whatever his suc- 
cess at the bar may have been, it was 
early interrupted by his being urged to 
stand for his district, and the trend of 
his ambition being in the direction of 
public life he accepted the nomination, 
and at the provincial election of 1871 
he was sent to represent Drummond 
and Arthabaska. He was at this 
time not 30 years old,and was called the 
debutante of the new legislature. With 
his very first speech he ‘“ brought down 
the house.” His advancement into the 
foremost ranks of provincial debaters 
could mean nothing else than his 
speedy introduction into federal poli- 
tics and thee years later he was elected 
to the House of Commons. His fame 
had preceded him. In the fall of 1879 
he became a member of the Mackenzie 
administration as minister of izJand 
revenue. With the defeat of that gov- 
ernment in 1878 he went into opposi- 
tion where he remained as Mr. Mae- 
kenzie’s first lieutenant and afterwards 
as Mr. Blake’s, until the latter, in 1889, 
resigned the leadership of the liberal 
party. When that event occurred it 
was Mr. Blake’s distinct wish that his 
successor should be Mr. Laurier,a senti- 
ment which was generally endorsed by 
the leaders.and promingnt men of the 
party. However, there were some who 
feared to have the successorship fall to a 
Frenchman, and a Roman Catholic at 
that. But time and events have proven 
the pulse of sectional prejudice is grow- 
ing weaker day by day, and on no 
account whatever are there any fears 
for M. Laurier. No man in Canadian 
politics has a higher reputation for 
purity. Scandal imputes to him no 
vice and calumny has _ never connected 
his name with corruption. Some one 
who knows him well in writing of him 
said: ‘“Hecombines in himself what 
was most conspicuous in Fox and Pitt. 
Like Fox he has a warmth and softness 
of heart, an ever-ready sympathy with 
human suffering, and an admiration 
for everything that is good and beautiful. 
Like Pitt he is a man of high intrepid 
and commanding spirit, incapable of 
fear and envy, yet unlike him inasmuch 
as he is guilelessly unconscious of his 
own rectitude and intellectual superior- 
ity. His foresight is seen in his early 
speeches, directed as they were toward 
a patriotic unity of the French and 
English races. The career of M. 
Laurier during the last few years is so 
well known to our readers that a re- 
cital of it is needless. Mr. Laurier’s 
conduct in the House last session 
elevated him immensely in the estima- 
tion of the people of Canada. Ina 
brief time now he will be cailed upon 
to occupy the most exalted position in 
the gift of the people of his native 
land—a position he will fill with 
dignity to himself and credit to the 
country.

& Co., packers and provision merchants of 
Toronto, wrote to Laurier, asking about the 
tariff changes. Laurier replied, “I can 
renew to you after the fight the assurances 
I gave during the fight. The tariff will not 
be considerably tampered with, but due 
consideration will be given to all interests [ 
would also like to impress upon the business 
community that no hasty change is to take 
place, and no opportunity should be lost in 
developing trade in every direction during 
the coming season.” 


A Toronto telegram of June 29 says: 
There is much speculation among post 
office and custom house employees as to 
when Sir Charles Tupper will resign, as the 
question whether their salaries will be paid 
on time next month isinvolved. After to- 
morrow night, when the civil servants in 
the pay of the Dominion government wili 
receive their salaries for June, the govern- 
ment is not empowered to expend one cent 
more, supplies having been voted only until 
June 30. If Mr. Laurier is able to meet the 
house on the 16th with a government form- 
ed and re-elected, it may be pessible to pass 
the supplies in time to pay the civil service 
for July. If, however, Sir Charles Tupper 
waits until hedged out of power, it will be 
the middle of August before Mr. Laurier 
can pass the supplies, and the post office 
and other employees will have to wait two 
moaths before another salary day comes 
round, 


A despatch from Lima, Peru, of July 2nd, 
says: Revolution has broken ont at Sucre 
(Chuquisaca) an important city which was 
the capital of Bolivia untill 1869. Sucre is 
the capital of the department of Chuquisaca 
and has a population of about 20,000, the 
great bulk of which are Indians. The de- 
partment of Chuquisaca has a population 
numbering over 350,000. The city of Chu- 

uisaca is situated ona small plateau above 
Rio de la Plata and immense treasures were 
formerly carried across the river at that 
point, hence the Indian name Choquisaca— 
bridge of gold, from which it is supposed to 
have derived its name, No details are 
given in regard to the uprising at Chuquis- 
aca but for some time past disturbances have 
been growing on account of the govern- 
ment’s alleged fraudulent changing the re- 
sult of the elections favoring Colonel Paiado 
for president of Bolivia. In May last 
Colonel Pando was declared elected presi- 
dent in succession to Senor Mariano Bap- 
tista, whose term of four years expires Aug- 
ust 6th of the present year.

A By-Law to authorize the Municipality of the 
Town of Edmonton to subscribe for shares to 
the amount of $50,000.00 in the capital stock of 
the Edmonton Distrizt Railway Company, 

Whereas, a petition signed by at least three- 
fourths in number of the resident ratepryers of the 
Municipality of the Town of Edmonton, entitled to 
vote on by-laws requiring the assent of the electors, 
has been presented to the Municipal Council ef the 
said Municipality for the passing and due ratifica- 
tion cf a by-law to authorize the Municipality of the 
Town of Edmonton to subscribe for shares to the 
amount of $50,600.00 in the capital stack of the 
Edmontcn District Railway ; 

And Whereas, the said, the Edmonton District 
Railway Company contemplate constructing, main- 
taining and operating a line of railway near to and 
within the Municipality, and the Municipality is, in 
the opinion of the Municipal Council, interested 
therein ; 

And Whereas, it is deemed expedient that ‘the 
Municipality should subscribe for shares in the said, 
the Edmenton District Railway Company to sn 
amount not exceeding $50,000,00, subject to such 
conditions to be agreed upon between the Munici- 
pality and the Company, prior to such subscription 
as shall appear necessary and expedient to the 
Municipal Council for the protection of the interests 
of the said Municipality ; 

And Whereas, for the purpose aforesaid, it is 
necessary to borrow the amount of the sum to be 
subscribed for, either in one sum Or in several sums 
from time to time, as if becomes necessary to pay 
the calls upon the stock ; 

And Whereas, it isexpedient that the subscription 
moneys when raised shall be raised by the issue of 
debentures aggregating the said sum of $50,090.00, 
payable in twenty years, bearing interest at the rate 
of six per cent. payable half yearly ; i 

And Whereas, the amount of the whole rateable 
property of the Municipality, accordidg to the last 
revised assessment roll, is $1,131,780.00 ; 

And Whereas, the total amount of the existing 
debt of the Municipality, outside of the debt due 
for the current expenses of the year, is $18,510.88, 
incurred for local improvements, and $30,955 incur- 
red for permanent improvements, making iu the 
whoie the sum of $49,465.88. whereof no part is 
in azrear ; 

And Whereas, it is expedient to provide for the 
payment of the principal of the said debentures by 
he creation of an equal yearly sinking fund ; 

And Whereas, the total amount to be raised an- 
nualiy’ by special rate for the psying of the said 
debt, by means of a sinking fund as storesaid, and 
the interest thereon as aforesaid, is $4012.20; 

And Whereas, the annnal special rate on the 
dollar as being sufficient to pay the said interest 
and to create the said equal yearly sinking fund for 
the payment of the said debt is 3 6-10 mills ; 

Therefore, the Mayor and Council of the Muni- 
cipality cf the Town of Edmonton in council 
assembled, enacts as follows :

3. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be reqnired to be raised annually for the pay- 
ment of the said interest and creating the equal 
yearly sinking fund to be set apart for the payment 
of the principal sum of $50,000.00, a special rate of 
36-10 mills on the dollar, over and above 
all other rates and taxes, shall- be levied 
in the same manner and at the same times as the 
general Municipal taxes, upon the whole ratcable 
property in the Municipality, in each year for the 
period of twenty years, during which the said de- 
bentures shall be current. 

4. The said debentures, when so issued as afore- 
said, shall be deposited with the Treasurer of the

6. Arthur G. Randall is hereby appointed 
Returning Officer and St. George Jelletr, Deputy 
Returning Officer to take the votes at the said time 
and place. 

7. Tuesday, the 26th day of May, 1896, at the 
hour of six o’clock in the afternoon, at the office of 
the Town Clerk, Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the 
time and place when and where the Returning 
Officer willsum up the number of Votes given for 
and against this by-law.

He 
was followed by A. Prince whe spoke in 
English and French. C. W. Sutter follow- 
ed in English and German. Mr. Oliver 
then addressed the assembly, thanking his 
friends there for the good work they had 
done during the eleetion and expressing his 
pleasure at having that opportunity given 
him of thanking all who had aided in his 
election. F. Marriaggi then made a short 
speech congratulating Mr. Oliyer on his 
election, H. M. Bing was the last speaker. 
This closed the formal proceedings and the 
band. played the national anthem. There were 
several tentsand booths on the grounds for 
dancing and other amusement, which seemed 
to be well patronized by the large number 
of farmers and tewnsmen who were present. 
At six o’clock tea was served, after which 
the crowd continued to enjoy themselves 
till late in the evening. C. M. Woodworth 
and F. Osborne who had been announced to 
speak arrived too late. The day was very 
hot, but as is usual at picnics a slight shower 
of rain fell in the forenoon.

THE LOCAL ELECTION. 


As announced in our telegraphic dis- 
tches the nominations for the ‘Territorial 


28th, and the election on Tuesday, August 
4th. 

All male British subjects by birth or 
naturalization, who are 21 years of age and 
have resided in the Northwest Territories 
for twelve months, and in the electoral dis- 
trict of Edmonton for three months before 
polling day will be entitled to vote. 

Voting will be from 9 a.m till 5 p.m, and 
each person presenting himself for the pur- 
pose of voting will be asked by the returnin 
cfiicer his name, occupation and place 
residence which must be given in a voice 
audible to the scrutineer and the particulars 
given shali be entered in the poll books. 
If ascrutineer has reason to believe a per- 
son claimimg to vote is not qualified, he 
may order the returning officer to require 
such person to make an affirmation as to 
his right to vote. 

There 1s no prevision for the appointment 
of enumerators as in the Dominion election. 
Every person Guslified to yote gives his 
name &c., as above mentioned to the return- 
ing officer, who will hand him a ballot paper 
which must: be a piece of good white card- 
board, one inch by two inches. 

When handing the voter the ballot paper 
the returning officer shall tell the voter the 
names of the candidates and the colors 
which represent them, and the voter shail 
then go into the inner room where he wiil 
find colored pencils each color representing 
one candidate. The voter will mark the 
face of the ballot with a X using the pencil 
of the color which represents the candidate 
he wishes to vote for.
